PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE 


CONSTITUTION"OF OHIO. 


CLASSIFICATION 
OF 
PROPERTY 


FOR PURPOSES OF TAXATION , 


Be It resolved by the General Asssm- 


bly of the State of Ohio, three- 
fifths of the mombeis elected to 
o;ich houso concurring therein: 


That there shall be submitted 
to 


the electors of the state for their ap- 
proval or rejection, at 
the 
regular 


election to be held on the first Tues- 
day after tho first Monday in Novem- 
ber, li»l9, a proposal to amend Article 
XII, Section 2, of tho constitution of 
the State of Ohio, to read as follows: 


SECTION 2. —All property shall be 


taxed by such rules arid methods and in 
f ueh classes as may be provided by law. 
Tho rules and methods shall he uni- 
form within the classes HO established. 
Rut all bonds outstanding on the first 
day of January, 1313, of the state of 
Ohio or of any eity, vlllago. county, 
or township in this state, or which 
have been issued in behalf of the pub- 
lic schools in Ohio ijnd the means of 
in "it ruction m 
connection 
therewith 


bhall be exempt from taxation; 
and 


burying grounds, public school houses, 
houses used exclusively 
for 
public 


worship, institutions used exclusively 
for charitable purposes, public prop- 
erty used exclusively for any public 
purpose, and pevponal property, to an 
amount not exceeding in value five 
hundred dollars, for each individual, 
may, by general laws, bo exempted 
from taxation; and laws may be gass- 
ed to provide against the double tax- 
atiou that results from the taxing of 
both the real '-state, and the mortgage 
or tho debt secured thereby, or other 
lien upon it; but all such laws shall 
be subject to alteration or repeal; and 
the value of all property so exempted 
shall, from time to time, be ascertain- 
ed and published as may be directed 
by law. 


Be it further resolved, That the re- 


quired publication of the said propos- 
ed amendment shall be made and the 
form of the ballots to bo used at said 
election for tho submission thereof 
shall be prepared by tho secretary of 
state. 
Returns oil the votes, cast 
at 


said election shall be made by the 
proper election officials to the secre- 
tary of state, who, with the governor 
and the attorney general, shall open 
and canvass the, same. If a majority 
ol! the electors voting on 
the 
said 


amendment shall be ascertained 
to 


have %oted in favor thereof, tho gov- 
ernor shall make proclamation thereof 
without delay.

irises and tuberoses. 


In time it may be possible for us 


to grow all of these various plants 
for ourselves, but for the propagation
